Upon reading the specification of the present application, one of otdinary skill in 
the ait would readily nndecStand that the column function utilizes the (mimicked) 
data provided by the generalized scalar function. The column function can use 
this data in a conventional manner because the generalized scalar function has 
reaiianged the data in a manner that mimics a column eiiVOT Ilius,the 
column fimction sdll functions in a conventional manner. 

Thus, the operations of convcDtional column functions, such as locatine a 
mi ni m u m or ma xi m i u n, can be performed for rows without rewriting the entire 
function. Instead, as described in the specification of the present plication, the 
column function is reused for rows that have been input to the generalized scalar 
function.
